Reports that mismanage- 
ment had been discovered im the affairs of the 
Toledo, Webash, 4 Western Railroad; and 
that the New Jersey Southern Railroad was 
bankrupt; and that the Chesapeake & Ohio 
Railroad could not pay ite debts, also ooutrib- 
uted to effect this decline. Lake Shore people 
strenuously deny the truth of such charges against 
their Executive Committee, and the officers of 
the Union Trust Company decline to say any-

THE BANKRUPT LAW. 


| Mr. Soammon’s newspaper has been publish-

the Bankrupt law, without informing its readers 


what the relation of creditor and debtor would |. 


be after the repeal. We have no hesitation in 
saying that the repeal would be ‘only to the ad- 
vantage of that class of debtors who desire to 
whether ¢ or creditors, would suffer by it. 
To demonstrate this it is only necessary to ad- 
vert to the condition of things before we had a 
National Bankrupt lew, which condition would 
necessarily return upon its repeal. 

1. Under the common law, the creditor whose 
debt becomes due first can seize the entire prop- 
erty of the debtor to make himself good.

If it 
can be made to appear that the assets will pay 
the entire indebtedness, the Court has full pow- 
ers, by injunction and otherwise, to prevent the

proves the debtor to be actually insolvent, his 
assets are administered under the direction of 
the Court for the equal benefit of all creditors, 
each of whom receives his exact proportion as 
rapidly as the assets can be converted.

claims against him, he is discharged from future 
liability, and may resume business without being 
hampered and tormented at every step. The

The recommendations made by the National 
Board of Trade for amending the law in such
